The Ueverend H enry W ad e Rogers 
of the Northwestern 
U niversity 
is 
a 
fair speciment of those preachers and 
professors who are now abusing P re s i­ 
dent M c K in le y for hi» course in 
the 
Philippin o war. 
Th ey are of the class 
who pushed the government into war 
with Spain and now grum ble at the 
inevitable results of the 
war. 
Last 
August a meeting of self-styled 
“ re­ 
presentative” men was called together 
at Saratoga Springs, New York. Reso­ 
lutions were drafted and among 
the 
signers thereof was 
H enry 
W a d e 
Rogers, a member of the committee 
drafting them. 
The resolutions re­ 
ported and adopted by this conference 
regard the people of captured S i anish 
islands as the wards of the conquering 
nation. 
Th ey declare “ with our views 
of natural rig ht and of the inestim able 
iv il liberty, 
we should 
not be justified in returning the con­ 
quered islands to the m isrule and op­ 
pression from which we haye relieved 
them ” and recommend that as soon as 
the islands under the present protec­ 
tion of the United States can Fie trust- 


themselves they should 
be allowed home rule, 
“ either inde­ 
pendently or as a part of the United 
States,” and until such tim e 
they 
should continue under the protection 
of the United States, and the question 
as to w hether at some future period at 
the mutual desire of both they should 
be perm anently annexed should be left 
to the time when 
it arises.” 
More 
over, accom panying th»-se resolutions 


the conference sent a 
m em orial 
pre 
pared by the same committee, 
which 
recognizes the policy of national 
ex­ 
pansion. 
Am ong other things this 
mem orial declares: 
“ The United States must guide the 
growing power of the people of the is l­ 
ands and in the exercise of protecting 
power over the inhabitants of these 
islands we should make every effort to 
educate them in our principles of lib ­ 
erty and self-government, 
and 
we 
-hould m ake active efforts to secure 
prom ptly not only order but also the 
abolition of their laws and customs 
which are contrary to the spirit of our 
constitution—such as their systems of 
slavery, etc.” 
To this proposition Dr. H enry W ad e 
Rogers signed his name, and thus as 
far as he could, forced the government 
to take charge of aff airs at M an ila and 
govern the P h ilip p in e islands.

certain extent ho was instrum ental in 
forcing the present policy, to which he 
now objects, upon this nation.
